The Arkansas 
editor denies the charge, which rather goes 
to confirm tiie report, and induces the belief 
that the Arkansas editor is a party concern- 
ed, and doubtless paid by the contractors to 
defend them from the foul charge. 

It is very improbable that the editor, liv- 
ing as he does on the other side of the Mis- 
sissippi river, nearly a thousand miles dis- 
tant [we are not certain as to the distance, 
but it is a long ways, with two States be- 
tween them—Mississippi and Louisiana] 
should know any thing about the conduct of 
the contractors toward the emigrant Creeks. 
Therefore, we do not believe the Arkansas 
Editor—let the charge be true or false. 

Again: the editor denies that the Chero- 
kee chiefs who had been to look at the lands 
assigned to them by the Government “were 
displeased with the lands—that they had 
(this was likewise found in the same num- 
ber of our paper) described it as the refuse 
of the lands on that side of the river.” 

At the time we published this notice, it 
was Only known to usasreport. Since this 
we have seen Col. Ross himself—the prin- 
cipal chief of the Cherokees—who was on 
the land. He confirms the report which 
had already reached us. Will the Arkan- 
sas editor dare to persist in the denial? 

Col. Ross said very little on the subject, 
however, but signified that unless the Gov- 
ernment acted just and bonorable toward 
his nation—at least that part of it to which 
he and his friends were attached—‘he 
would die on the lard of his sires before he 
would be forced to remove against his con- 
sent.” He shrinks in agony from the ille- 
gal treaty made with our Government with 
a portion of the Cherokees, without the con- 
sent or even the presence of the chiefs of 
the nation. We hope Mr. Van Buren will 
take the earliest opportunity to see that 
justice is done to those much injured peo- 
ple. Col. Ross, particularly, has been 
most shamefully treated both in bis person 
and property. The inhuman actions of our 
people toward Ross and his tellow-chiefs, 
and the families over whom they preside, 
is enough to call down, as certainly it will, 
the judgments of Heaven upon the country, 

Col. Ross is a man of mild, gentlemanly 
manners—sensible and well educated, and 
bears his misfortunes like a philosopher. 

We leave it to any man to say what his 
feelings would be upon returning from a 
journey to his home, to find that home in 
possession of rude strangers, instead of the 
wife of his bosom and the children of his 
affections, whou he left ip its possession at 
his departure, but now nowhere to be found, 
neither wife nor child, nor servant to greet 
his return! This was the treatment Col. 
Ross received; and this, too, on a dark, 
dreary night. We cannot suppose a case 
more barbarous, astounding, or unjust—it 
is cruelty personified. 

He had been absent from bis residence 
sometime, and when he returned he found 
bis house filled with strangers, and his fami- 
ly gone, no one knew whither. 

He bas suffered imprisonment and every 
species of insult. Let any free man,- we 
repeat, make the case his own, and say if 
he would not rather die than yield his con- 
sent to the unwarrantable sale of his proper- 
ty by another. But give Col. Ross and his 
party an equivalent for their property (in- 
stead of 6 cents a héad) and for the sake of 
peace they will remove—which we trust 
wil be done, now that the reign of rogues 
is at an end!!!! 

In the general wreck that bas surprised 
our bewildered country, it was not to be 
expected the unoffending and unsuspecting
